Claims 1-2, 6-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The examiner has amended the application has been amended as follows: 
The following change has been made to claim 10 to correct a dependency 

problem. The claim is dependent from itself. 

In claim 10, the dependency of the claim has been changed from claim 10 to 
claim 9, Therefore, in line 1 , "10" has been changed to --9-- subsequent to "claim".
